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AT LEAST 6 KILLED, 
13 INJURED WHEN 
BUILDING FALLS 
ONTO STORE

PHILADELPHIA Six people were killed and 
13 others injured Wednesday when a building 
collapsed in downtown Philadelphia, Mayor 
Michael Nutter said. 

Search and rescue efforts continued into 
the night for more victims of the collapse, 
which occurred around 10:45 ^ when a 
four-story building under demolition fell 
onto a neighboring two-story Salvation Army 
Thrift Store. 

“We still do not know how many people 
were inside the thrift store or possibly on the 
sidewalk” at the time of the collapse, Nutter 
said at a news conference. 

Authorities say the cause of the collapse, 
which occurred at 22nd and Market streets in 
the heart of Philadelphia’s Center City, was 
under investigation. 

Awitness told Reuters the building collapse 
shook the ground and knocked a man off his 
feet on the sidewalk outside the thrift store. 

“It was ground-shaking. The shaking of the 
ground made the man fall down,” said Jordan 


McLaughlin, 18, of Philadelphia. 

Police urged the public to stay away from 
the area while rescuers dug through the rub- 
ble. 

One witness, Dan Gillis, 31, a construction 
worker on a job across the street, said he saw 
a crane remove a supporting beam from the 
front of the building, and then the wall next 
to the thrift store started swaying. 

Another witness, Jeffrey Fehnel, 48, said 
that at about the same time, a backhoe hit the 
rear side of the building. 


“The building came down. It was like a big 
blast,” Fehnel told Reuters. 

Authorities said the building that was being 
demolished had housed an X-rated book and 
video store. They said it was owned by Rich- 
ard Basciano, a well-known owner of adult 
entertainment properties including Philadel- 
phia’s last X-rated movie house, which closed 
in 2012, and a New York Times Square por- 
nography emporium known as Show World, 
which closed in 2004. 

Basciano did not immediately respond to a 


call seeking comment. 

Jordan McLaughlin, 18, a student at Science 
Leadership Academy who was on his way to 
a dental appointment, said he watched in 
shock as the building collapsed. He dropped 
his book bag on the sidewalk and ran into the 
collapsed store. 

“I have never seen anything like this,” he 
said. “It was crazy Why would they do that 
construction next to a building with people 
inside it?”

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»The City Council passed Emanuel- 
backed bicycling regulation changes 
that will give cyclists more leeway 
while riding in the city, while increas- 
ing fines for riders and drivers who 
violate certain rules of the road.

M-RAHM’S TWEAK 
TO METER PLAN 
GETS THE OK AFTER 
LENGTHY DEBATE

The City Council on Wednesday approved 
Mayor Emanuel’s controversial plan to 
change the terms of the city’s parking meter 
lease despite questions about the deal’s finan- 
cial impact and fear of giving Chicago Parking 
Meters LLC another windfall. 

After lengthy debate, the council voted 
39-11 in favor after the mayor’s aides spent the 
morning talking to aldermen trying to tamp 
down the number of votes against the mayor’s 
plan. Although there were more opposition 
votes than typical during Emanuel’s two years 
in office, the number fell short of the 14 “no” 
votes logged in April 2012, when the council 
approved the mayor’s plan to set up speed 
cameras near schools and parks. 

Aid. Robert Fioretti (2nd) contended aider- 
men don’t have enough information about the 
finances of the new meter plan. He asked his 
colleagues to remember the bad parking me- 
ter deal they passed under then-Mayor Rich- 
ard M. Daley with too little information a few 
years ago. 

“Do any of us remember 2008? Did we not 
learn anything?” Fioretti asked. 

Fioretti wondered whether by agreeing to 
these changes, the city would preclude itself 
from possibly tearing up the meter contract 
entirely in the future, though that would be 
difficult given that nearly aU of the upfront 
money the city got already has been spent. 

“Some lemons shouldn’t be made into lem- 
onade,” Fioretti said, a reference to Emanuel’s 
oft-repeated defense of his proposed change. 
“Some lemons should be returned to the store 
for a refund.” 

But Aid. Jason Ervin (28th) said it’s short- 
sighted for aldermen wary of the free Sundays 
clause to turn down a chance to reduce the 
true-up money owed to CPM. 

“That’s tantamount to tripping over $100 
bills to pick up nickels,” Ervin said. 


After the vote, Emanuel reiterated his oft- 
repeated refrain that “it’s stiU a bad deal, and 
you can’t fix it. It’s that bad.” 

But he said the lowering of penalty pay- 
ments would benefit the city for generations 
to come. “This is the right thing to do for the 
next 71 years,” Emanuel said. 

The vote came after Maria Guerra, the 
mayor’s chief council lobbyist, worked 
through the morning to convince aldermen 
to back the measure, even though it was clear 
days ago that Emanuel had a clear majority of 
aldermen backing his changes. 

There were more “no votes” than when the 
original deal was approved 40-5 in late 2008 
under Daley 

That deal gave Chicago Parking Meters 
LLC the right to collect all revenue from the 
meters for 75 years in exchange for an upfront 
cash payment to the city of $1.15 billion— all 
but S125 million of which was spent by the 
time Emanuel took office in mid-2011. 

It also led to soaring meter rates and city 
payments of tens of millions of dollars for 
more unpaid parking by people with disabled 
placards and loss of revenue due to the city 


taking meters out of service. 

Under Emanuel’s changes, the city reduced 
its payment for meters out of service during 
the past two years to $8.9 million from about 
S50 million. The meter company also agreed 
to change the way it calculates meters out of 
service, which the mayor’s top lieutenants say 
win reduce penalty payments by Si billion 
during the remaining 71 years of the lease. 

The more controversial part of the mayor’s 
changes involved the trade-off of free Sunday 
parking outside the central business district 
for longer hours at aU metered spaces that 
require payment until 9 p.m. In most areas, 
those hours wUI be extended to 10 p.m. In 
River North, Streeterville and parts of the 
Gold Coast, hours wUl be extended until 
12 a.m. 

Opposition aldermen led by Aid. Brendan 
ReiUy whose 42nd Ward will be hardest hit by 
the extended hours, questioned whether the 
longer hours would result in a financial wind- 
fall for the meter company The mayor’s top 
lieutenants said it’s a break-even proposition 
for the company 

At least nine aldermen and as many as 15 
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are expected to quickly seek further changes 
that would allow them to restore paid Sunday 
parking in commercial districts within their 
wards. Business owners have told them that 
they need paid parking on Sundays to ensure 
turnover of spaces so their customers can 
more easily find street parking. 

The changes also include the option to 
use a cellphone app to feed the meters. That 
comes with a fee of 35 cents for any purchase 
of less than two hours and the requirement 
to keep a minimum of Sio in an account on 
which the company can draw interest. 

A Tribune analysis found that even if the 
mayor’s changes save money as projected by 
his top lieutenants, taxpayers and meter users 
stiU could end up paying the company $517 
million in today’s dollars during the remain- 
der of the lease for meters out of service be- 
cause of city actions, excessive use of disabled 
placards that allow free parking, and the pay- 
by-cell program. 

That number, however, likely would be re- 
duced by the restoration of paid Sunday park- 
ing in the commercial areas. That could save 
tens of millions of dollars over the long run. 


Council 
OKs more 
Cubs night 
games

The Cubs got the go-ahead Wednesday to 
add as many as 16 night games plus sched- 
ule later Friday afternoon games and 
concerts at Wiigley Field in a deal Mayor 
Emanuel called “an honest compromise” 
a day after team officials complained that 
it unfairly constrained them. 

The increase in night games is one 
part of a massive “framework” the may- 
or, Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) and Cubs 
CEO Tom Ricketts announced in April 
for the team to renovate the aging, 
historic stadium and pay for it in part 
through expanded advertising. A hotel 
across the street also is part of the de- 
velopment. 

Under an ordinance the Chicago City 
Council passed without debate, the Cubs 
will be able to schedule 35 night games 
outright starting next season, a number 
that could increase to 46 per year if Ma- 
jor League Baseball wants them to play 
more at night as part of a national TV 
contract. That’s up from a limit of 30 
night games in place since 2004. 

This season, the team will be al- 
lowed to move the first pitch of six Fri- 
day games to 3:05 p.m. from 1:20 p.m., 
a change residents of the congested 
neighborhood around the ballpark say 
will lead to traffic chaos as fans hit the 
streets at rush hour. 

Cubs representatives said Tuesday 
that parts of the night game deal were 
not what they agreed to under the 
broader framework, including clauses 
allowing the city say over rescheduling 
rainouts, limiting the number of Friday 
or Saturday night games at two per year 
and taking night games away if Ricketts 
schedules too many concerts or other 
“nonbaseball events.” 

On Wednesday, the mayor defended 
the final version. 

“That’s different than when you 
bought the team and knew what ex- 
isted,” Emanuel said. ‘And so, it may 
not be exactly what you want, but 
that’s what an honest compromise is, 
and we’re going to continue to make 
progress for them on a whole host 
of other issues in implementing the 
framework.”

The 
problems with the journal bearing housing 
parts were traced to a foundry in China that 
was a Bombardier subcontractor. 

The new issue concerns missing welds on 
brackets along the four corners in the inte- 
rior of the rail car frame, CTA officials said.

Every “Epic Rap Battles of 
History” video averages 
30 million views on YouTube, 
and many surpass 50 million. 
How do Lloyd Ahlquist and 
Peter Shukoff do It? Ahlquist 
broke down three elements 
that have helped “ERB” 
achieve consistent success. 

O lt’s a simple, repeat- 
able idea: Much of 
“ERB’s” long-term suc- 
cess comes from the fact that 
it’s a Web series, not just a 
viral video. The most success- 
ful series generally start with 
one or two massive hits and 
then stick to a pattern that 
works. And in “ERB's” case, 
the pattern works because 
the concept is funny, open to 
almost endless variation and 
easy to understand. "It’s not 
that hard for me to explain 
this idea to my dad,” Ahlquist 
noted. 

The audience is in- 
volved: YouTube has 
an active community, 
and “ERB” makes sure to in- 
teract with it by asking fans 
to vote on the winner of each 
matchup and to suggest new 
pairings. Many one-off videos 
that get big don’t do as much 
to interact with their viewers. 

© High production 
values: When “ERB” 
launched, the series 
stood out for its attention 
to detail and its well-crafted 
videos.

Creators of YouTube 
sensation ‘Epic Rap 
Battles of History’ 
met while freestyling 
in Chicago

FOR REDEYE 

As two of YouTube’s most successful rap- 
pers— their “Epic Rap Battles of History” 
channel has more than 1.2 billion total video 
views and almost 5.4 million subscribers — 
Nice Peter and EpicLLOYD OPeter Shukoff 
and Lloyd Ahlquist to the historical record) 
met while freestyle rapping. Except it wasn’t 
at some park bench or open mic event; it 
was during a party at Ahlquist’s house in 
Chicago, where both had moved to pursue 
improv comedy 

Shukoff, who also performed musical 
comedy around the city eventually joined 
the group Ahlquist had been in since col- 
lege, Mission Improvable, and both spent 
several years touring and performing at 
local theaters such as iO. Eventually they 
each moved to Los Angeles, where Ahlquist 
helped run a comedy theater and Shukoff 
started making YouTube comedy videos with 
production company Maker Studios. 

“Epic Rap Battles of History” (youtube. 
com/ERB) emerged out of an improv game the 
two— who cite rappers like Pharoahe Monch, 
Wu-Tang Clan and Jurassic 5’s ChaU 2na as in- 
fluences— were planning to perform at a Hve 
show The pair’s second video, an imagined 
showdown between Darth Vader and Hitler, 
went viral and grabbed attention from around 
the world. 

Since then, the “ERB” duo has created two 
seasons of videos featuring more than 30 du- 
els between pairings that range from topical 
(“Barack Obama vs. Mitt Romney,” “Justin 
Bieber vs. Beethoven”) to fictional (“Gandalf 
vs. Dumbledore,” “Batman vs. Sherlock Hol- 
mes”) to slightly absurd (“Genghis Khan vs. 
Easter Bunny”). 

“ERB” recently was featured in the May 19 
“Big Live Comedy Show,” which kicked off 
YouTube’s Comedy Week, performing “Mo- 
zart vs. Skrillex.” The performance included a 
special guest appearance by Skrillex, reviving 
his cameo from the original video. 

And they still have thousands of years of 
history left to cover. We hear Socrates could 
be in the mix soon, so stay tuned for Season 
3. RedEye caught up with the duo over the 
phone from L.A. to talk about their early 
years in Chicago, professional wrestling and 


trans-dimensional partying. 

A lot of your matchups are not necessarily 
traditional historical pairings. How do you 
guys come up with the pairings? 

Peter Shukoff: There’s like this A-Hst party 
of historical characters, both fictional and 
non-fictional. You’ve got to be pretty cool to 
get into tbis party There’s a guy at the door 
checking. 

Lloyd Ahlquist: The characters don’t have to 
be from history, but the characters just have 
to have an impact on history, whether that’s 
pop culture or not. So, 50 years from now, are 
people still going to remember “Harry Pot- 
ter”? Are they going to still remember “The 
Hobbit”? Our thought is yes, and that makes 
them sort of qualified. Even people will be 
like, “Well, Justin Bieber’s super poppy, Lady 
Gaga’s super poppy”— yeah they’re poppy, 
but in 50 years you’re still going to remember 
Justin Bieber, you’re still going to remember 
Lady Gaga. 

PS: They’re cool enough to get into the trans- 
dimensional party 

Do you pick favorites? 

LA: Sure. We try our best to make it so there’s 
no clear winner, but there {are] certain 
matchups where there’s kind of a good guy 
and a heel. It’s almost like a professional 


wrestling match. There’s a hero, and there’s 
kind of a villain. The villain’s going to get 
some good knocks in, but the hero’s going to 
come away looking good. 

One thing a lot of rappers have is a neck 
chain that kind of says something about 
them. If you guys had chains, what would 
they be? 

LA: We have had a series of chains for some 
of our characters. When we did Sarah Palin 
she was wearing a diamond-crusted elephant. 
When we did Santa Claus, he was wearing 
a jewel-and-gold-studded chocolate chip 
cookie. Snoop Dogg as Moses was wearing a 
platinum-encrusted Star of David. 

PS: If I had one personally it would prob- 
ably be a pair of green and yellow sunglasses 
because that kind of accidentally became my 
trademark in YouTube videos. ... I still have 
the same $5 pair that I got at the beach. 

Hip-hop fans can be pretty judgmental. Do 
you ever get any criticism from the hip-hop 
community about what you’re doing as 
comedians? 

LA: We’ve been lucky enough to have the 
hip-hop blogs and tbe forum boards, they 
like it. I think when we first came into the 
rap battles a big goal of ours was [tbat] we 
want to make funny rap songs, but we don’t 


want to parody rap. We don’t want to make 
parodies of rap battles— we want to make 
actual rap battles. 

We don’t approach the music from a funny 
standpoint of “let’s see how weird and kooky 
we can make rap sound.” We just try to make 
good punch Hnes. If you watch a regular rap 
battle, they’re furmy The rap lines are funny 
We just apphed that to characters from his- 
tory I haven’t experienced too much of that 
hate, which is awesome. 

PS: I haven’t either, and I think it’s {because} 
we really committed ourselves to taking the 
musical element really seriously 

Do you guys have any favorite Chicago stuff 
that you miss or always check out when 
you’re back? 

PS: I miss the train, man. I had a song back 
in the day about tbe Red Line train that I 
used to play all over town. I just miss that 
romantic— I just miss the trains. I love riding 
on the “L.” I love Roscoe Village. 

LA:1 miss the improv scene there. We do im- 
prov out here. The Mission Improvable guys, 
we have a theater out here, and it all sort of 
stems from that Improv Olympic communi- 
ty out there. I make sure I always go there ... 
when I’m ever in Chicago, I always go there 
and grab a PBR and just watch a show

Chicago-area native and YouTube sensation 
Hailey Rowe has never walked into a bar 
and looked across the room to find her boy- 
friend wearing a pink birthday sash, tangled 
in a swarm of square-jawed dudes, sipping a 
chocotini and swaying to the timeless tunes 
of Britney Spears. 

No, like most of the 19-year-old’s songs, 
“My Boyfriend is Gay” was thought up one 
overcast afternoon. 

Rowe has written countless others just like 
it, but this fictional scenario is different: This 
one struck Internet gold. The video drew 
nearly 25,000 views overnight when it was 
released Feb. i. 

It eventually reached more than 163,000 
views, but more importantly, the playful tune 
caught the attention of Pop Rocks Produc- 
tions, the Grammy Award-winning producers 
behind the Fun. album “We Are Young.” 

The soon-to-be sophomore at Loyola 
Alarymount University in L.A. and aspiring 


singer/songwriter is working with the produc- 
tion company to write a new song and video. 

Rowe said her newest song is more rep- 
resentative of her usual musical style, which 
walks the line between country and pop. 
Rowe said the still-untitled song won’t be 
quite as edgy 

“[‘My Boyfriend is Ga/ is] my most risque 
project, I think that’s safe to say,” Rowe said 
with a chuckle. “The new song is just a normal 
relationship song, which is also kinda funny 
because I have no relationship currently” 

The 2012 Barrington High School grad 
said she was shocked at the success of the 
video, which features many of her classmates, 
friends and a few reality TV stars, such as J.D. 
Ordonez, the former face of MTV’s “The 
Real World Brooklyn.” 

While Rowe said she has never been rec- 
ognized on the streets as the sparkly-purple 
dress-wearing singer in the hit video, she re- 
cently was informed that “My Boyfriend is 
Gay” will be aired on the radio in San Fran- 
cisco, Palm Springs, Calif, and Las Vegas. 



The song even cracked All Access’s “Top 40 
Cool New Music.” 

Currently, Rowe is working on a charity 
video with several other Chicago musicians 
to raise awareness about gun violence honor- 
ing the victims of the Sandy Hook Elemen- 
tary shooting. 

But as Rowe likes to joke, the highlight in 
the video’s rise to Internet fame came when 
two stars from the TV show “Real House- 
wives of Orange County” shared the video on 
their Facebook pages, which is appropriate 
given the song’s lyric: “My boyfriend is gay. 
Should’ve known by the way he Ti- 
Vo-ed every episode of ‘RHOC.’” 

“It’s been so fun. It has all 
just been so great,” Rowe said. 

“My goal is to be able to be a 
full-time singer-songwriter 
and to be able to share positive 
music with people. That’s about 
it. I don’t want to do anything else.”

What is your dog doing right now? Is he tak- 
ing a nap? Furiously digging a hole in your 
garden? Watching “Ellen” and nibbhng on a 
throw pillow? 

For people with jobs away from home, 
eight hours can seem like a long time to be 
separated from a beloved pet. Now, a new 
crop of wearable trackers can give curious 
or concerned owners real-time information 
about what their dog is doing. 

That data can then be collected over time 
to learn more about a pet’s habits and even 
spot early signs of health troubles that hu- 
mans might miss. 

San Francisco company Whistle launched 
its first product Wednesday: a Sioo wearable 
activity tracker that attaches to a dog’s col- 
lar. 

The trackers are small, brushed-metallic 
discs, just light enough for any dog over sev- 
en pounds to ignore while he goes about his 
usual daytime activities, blissfully unaware 
he’s living in a surveillance state. 

“We would love to be able to help these 


dogs live longer lives,” Whistle co-founder 
and CEO Ben Jacobs said. “The No. i indica- 
tor of a dog’s health is its own activity com- 
pared to its base line.” 

The tracker uses an accelerometer to de- 
termine if a dog is resting, playing or sleep- 
ing. That data is synced using Wi-Fi or 
Bluetooth, and the owner can see it all on a 
smartphone app. 

It’s not always obvious when a pet is sick, 
and the first signs might be subtle changes 
in energy or behavior. The app will monitor 
for changes and also make light suggestions, 
such as saying it’s time for a walk. 

“We’ll give playful hints, but we never 
want to judge a pet parent, just like you never 
want to judge a child’s parent,” Jacobs said. 

If they take off, pet trackers might be able 
make a dent in the problem of pet obesity. 
More than half of dogs and cats in the U.S. 
reportedly are overweight. 

The data isn’t just for the owners. The 
Whistle app has a view that shows patterns 
over time that vets can use to help diagnose 
dogs. The data is also anonymized (dogs 


need their privacy, too) and collected in an 
aggregate database shared with veterinary 
researchers at institutions such as the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

Whistle already has 20 employees and has 
raised S6 million in funding from Silicon Val- 
ley venture capital firms for its pet tech. 


That number might seem shocking until 
you consider that pets are big money in the 
U.S., where there are slightly more dogs than 
children. People reportedly spent more than 
S50 billion on their pets in 2012, including 
purchasing animals, feeding them, and pay- 
ing for veterinary care and pet accessories.

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Blake Shelton on the attack

A “Voice” coach’s penchant for calling it as he 
sees it once again has generated controversy. 

A week after Adam Levine grabbed head- 
lines by blurting out “I hate this country” on 
the NBC singing competition, Blake Shelton 
has found himself in a no-doubt unwanted 
spotlight after going off on a music critic via 
Twitter. 

Shelton hurled industrial-size portions of 
vitriol at Houston Chronicle music critic Joey 
Guerra on Tuesday night, after Guerra wrote 
about contestant HoUy Tucker’s departure in 
less-than-kind words. 

“OH. Holly Tucker is gone. It took much 
too long,” Guerra wrote in his recap of Tues- 
day night’s episode. 

“But finally. Back to Baylor University in 
Waco for you, madam.” 

That was enough to make Shelton engage 
in a flurry of what would no doubt be called 
fightin’ words in Shelton’s neck of the woods. 

“It’s people like you @joeyguerra that 
make me sick... HoUy is not only a talented 
singer but a great person that’s simply chas- 


ing a dream,” Shelton wrote. “How about you 
@joeyguerra grow some balls and come tell 
me to my face how terrible some of these kids 
are face to face..?” Shelton asked of the critic. 
“You won’t. Ever.” 

And, “Tbu @joeyguerra are a chicken 
[bleepl. I can’t stand a person that makes a 
point to write hurtful things about kids just 
trying their best.” 

And lest Guerra forget just what variety of 
farmhouse excrement Shelton believes him to 
be, the country singer reiterated, “How much 
do /all wanna bet he’d NEVER criticize my 
team OR me like that face to face.... Chicken 
[bleepl.” 

Shelton later apologized to his 3 million 
Twitter followers— but notably, not to Guer- 
ra— in a tweet explaining that he’s “passion- 
ate” about nurturing young talent. 

“I’m sorry for going off /all...,” Shelton 
wrote. “But I am passionate about encourag- 
ing young people to follow their dreams.. We 
GOOD people don’t need hate.” 

Except, apparently, when it comes to hat- 
ing poison-penned music critics.

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Who needs all these books? ‘Doctor Who’ fans

Obsessive “Doctor Who” fans, your wish has 
been fulfilled. 

In honor of the golden anniversary of the 
show’s first broadcast comes a new volume 
from BBC Books, “Who-ology: The Official 
Doctor Who Miscellany” by Cavan Scott and 
Mark Wright. 

The BBC TV series “Doctor Who” started 
on Nov 23, 1963, with the venerable William 
Hartnell as the first Doctor. It currently airs 
on BBC America in the U.S. 

The Doctor, an alien with two hearts, re- 
generates into a new body when the show 
needs a new actor in the part. Over 50 years, 
there have been ii Doctors, numerous assis- 
tants and visits to a fantastic number of plan- 
ets and time periods, both in the past and in 
potential futures. The latest Doctor, Matt 
Smith, has just announced he will leave after 
the 2013 Christmas Special, so the search is on 
for the i2th Doctor. 

“Who-ology” covers all the current ones. 
The chronology goes through the Doctors in 
exhaustive detail, down in such details as the 



music used in various episodes. Incredibly, the 
only thing it neglects to include is an index. 

Need a gateway book into the world of sci- 
ence fiction for a young fan who enjoys “Doc- 
tor Who”? The BBC also has delved into its 
archives for the printed word. 

It has reprinted ii novels, one for each 
Doctor. Of note with these books is that they 
reflect the time of the Doctor (sometime in 
the last 50 years), and the period when the 
writers were active. 

For example, Stephen Cole wrote “Ten Lit- 
tle Aliens” in 2001, starting his writing in Sep- 
tember 2001. The plot was formulated earlier 
when he was an editor of a “partwork maga- 
zine” dedicated to Agatha Christie. Thus, as 


he explains in his introduction, the pitch was 
“’Starship Troopers’ [Heinlein} meets Agatha 
Christie.” He ended up using the First Doc- 
tor, played by Hartnell. 

Hartnell’s elderly Doctor is much more phys- 
ically fragile than, say Jon Pertwee’s younger 
and more robust Third Doctor, who stars in the 
“Last of the Gaderene,” originally written by 
Mark Gatiss in 2000. Here, the Doctor nearly 
gets minced by a large fan— something that the 
First Doctor never would have survived. 

Finally, for the devoted fan there is “Sum- 
mer Falls,” a young adult novel written by 
Amelia Williams. Doctor Who devotees 
know that is the married name of Amy Pond, 
a companion of the Eleventh Doctor, Matt 
Smith. The Ponds, wife and husband, were 
lost to one of the Doctor’s great enemies, the 
Weeping Angels. 

But in the latest season, one of the charac- 
ters is reading “Summer Falls.” 

Despite the incestuous intertwining of dif- 
ferent aspects of the TV series, “Summer Falls” 
is an entertaining fantasy novel with a female 
protagonist, a talking cat and an exciting flnale.
